At this distance of time, it 
ig difficult to*forin an adequate idea of the 
almost absolute treelessness of our. island 
home a3 it was in the early forties. A’ 
glance at the mainland opposite; say: from 
Sha-tin pass, eastwards towards the  Lyee- 
min, conveys, in all probability, as good an’ 
impressiou‘as can ndw be Yot—coarae’ grass 
on the slopes, and, in ‘the boulder-littered 
aullabs, a few hardy shruba’ of invariably 
stunted growth. ‘With the exception of one 
or two of the more. remote valleys, the place 
was utterly bare of trees, Contrasting’ this 
monotonous picture with that’ presented by 
the numerous thriving plantations springing 
up on-all sides—thanks to the indefatigable 
activity of Mr. Caantes Forp,. the’ ener- 
gotié. Superintendent. of. the - Botanical 
and Afforestation Department—we realise 
how radically. all this, bos- been altered, 
The hills in the near neighbourhood of 
Victoria, to the height ‘of from 800 to 1,000 
feet, have been clothed with a garniture of 
trees, mainly “piag-—Pinue Sinensia,. WP, 
Masconiane, and'P. hunbergti; while those 
1 ing similarly covered;'

It is, 
however, to one point, above others, inthis 
ulways interesting document, that we would 
draw closer attention. Under the head of 
‘Protwtive Service,’ illicit tree-cutting is 
briefly alluded to; and, althou;h * the 
practice, statistically at least, seems to be 
on the decrease, mich might be done still fur- 
ther to-lesuen this abominable evil. Grass- 
cutters, goat-herds, herb-gatherers and grass- 
hopper-catchers arc the principal delinquents 
under this bead, Their callings, essentially 
appertaining to the open uir, take them 
out on the Jess frequented parts, of the 
island more or less every day in the -year. 
They ure quite alive to the fact that they 
inust not be seen in possession of green fuel, 
so they habitually inap off not merely the 
tops of young trees, but the lesser branches 
of biguer ones, and leave them hanging to 
the parent stem till dry, when they. twist 
them off, break them up into smaller pieces,' 
tie them into.convenient bundles, and 


dangling them from the end of a bamboo, 


innocently sally back to town at the end of 
the day. If accosted by an unusully wary 
Sikh costablo or lukong, they pertly and 
pertinently point to the fact that the 
fuel ia dry, aud are allowed to pass, A 
haphazard tramp accross the hills, at any 
time, will-give ample evidence of the truth 
of what wo have above deliberately stated. 
Coolies’ burdened’ with. conls or. building
